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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed October 11. 2005 
have been fully considered, but they are not deemed to be persuasive. Applicant argues that the cited references do not teach the 
transmission of an image editing program and a lower resolution proxy image from a server to a client. Savoie teaches an image editing 
program and a lower resolution proxy image, whereas Baedle teaches the transmission of data including programs from a server to a 
client. Since there is nothing new to transmit an image from a server to a client, It would have been obvious that Savoie's image editing 
program and lower resolution image would have been transmitted from a serter to Savoie's computer station. The motivation to combine 
the teachings of Baedle and Savoie is reducing the required memory to store data at a client station; In other words, such data inclufing 
editing program and object image can be transferred from a server. Furthermore, such advantage is clearly demonstrated through the 
relationship of server/client in sharing the resources between computers. 
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
